6.In this his Epidemical cruelty, 
it was much, that a famous leſter 
of the Court eſcaped his furie. Of 
this Fellow, bis body downwards 
wasa Foole, his Head aknave, 
whodid carefully note, and _ 
ningly vent,by the priveledges 0 
his tam 5h State-Paſlages, 
uttering the in a warie twilight, 
betwixt ſport & carneſt. But be- 
like, Andronicus would not break. 
himſelte by ſtooping to ſo low 
Revenge, and made Conſcience 
in breaking the antient Charter 
of Teſters, though wronging the 
Liberty of others,of greater Con- 
cernment. 

7, Of ſuch as were brought 
to Publicke Execution , it was 
ſtrange to behold, the difference 
of their demeanour. Some, who 
were able to be miſerable, with 
an undaunted minde, did be- 
come their afflictions, and by 
E 3 their 
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Andronicus, or 
their Patience made their mi- 
ſeriesto {mile , not bowing their 
Soules beneath themſelves, only 
ppealing for Tuſtice in another 
world. Others did fooliſhly rage, 
and ramp, muſtring. whole Le- 
gions of Curces, as if therewith 
tomake the Axe turne Edge. 
And then ſeeing no Remedie 
but Death , their Soules did 
not bow by degrees, but fell flat 
inaninſtant; of Lions, turning | 
Calves, balfe dead with feare, 
received the fatall ſtroake of | 
the Executioner. So many were ' 
confuſedly hudled to death, it |

which robs men of their lives, 


and yet never bids then to ſtand. 
9. Next followed Xexe the 
Mother Empreſle being accuſed 
of high Treaſon for attempring 
to be tray the City of Belgrade, 
to Bela King of Hangarie.A pack't 
councell condemn'd her to 
death, which though otherwiſe 
vitious, was generally bemoat- 
ed; as moſt innocent in this par= 
ticular, But, Andronicus the Etn- 
perour, cunningly derived the 
whole hatred hereof, on yong A- 
lexins (whoſe Power henevern- 
ſed, or owned, but onely to make 
him{the Cloak-father for odjous 
Ads) vrging him to ſigne the 
warrant, for her execution. m 
the 
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the ſtout refuſall whereof, 4- 
lexizs ſhewd more Conſtancy 
then wasexpected to come from 
him, clearely anſwering all Ar- 
aments, herein ſhewing him- 
elfe a childe in Afﬀe@ion , and 
more then a childe in Judgement. 
Whereupon ſome ground their 


preſumptions, that his ſoule | 


deſerved better breeding, and 
that hee was not to bee cenſured 


for weakneſſe of Capacity z but | 


rather his friends to bee con- 
demned, for want of care; and 
himſelfe to bee bemoaned , for 
lack of Education. Hee Hatly 
told Andronices, that Nero was 
recorded Monſter to all Ages, 
for killing his Mother : And 
that hee would never conſent 
to her death, that gave him 
life. 

10. But he proceeded to ag- 
gravate the Crime of Xene, Bel- 
grade being ſuch a piece of 
ſtrength 
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Provincein effect. And though 
but a Towne in Bulke, was a 
Kingdome 1n benefit. All Greece 

ly attending' the fortune 
«cnn Hee minded A4lexims, 
that Fathers of Countries, ſhould 
know no Mothers ; but that So- 
yeraignes affections are onely of 
kin to the good and ſafety of 
their Subjects, Beſides, ( faith 
he) you need not ſcruple fo 
much at her death, whois dead 
whilſt living, and hath been ma- 
ny yeares drowned in Luxurie. 
$0 that what was cruelty in Ne- 
ro, will be Exemplary Juſticein 
you. 

11. Alexius rejoyned, that if 
his Mother Xene was ſo drowned 
in Luxurie, the moreneed ſhe 
had todrowne her ſins in peni- 
tent Teares, except it were 
conceiv'd Charity to kill both 
her ſoule and body. That Prin- 
ces 
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ces werenot to owne private af. | 
feftions , where they were de- 
ftruftive tothe Common good, 
but might and mult, where they 
conſiſted with the publike ſafe- 
ty. Or elſe to become a Prince, 
would be all one , as to leave 
off tobe « war. Grant Belgrade 
a ſtrong Placezit was ſtill in their 
owne poſleſlion, and her inten- 
ded Treaſon ſucceeded not. 
And therefore he conceiv'd it a 
middle and indifferent way,that 
ſhe ſhould be depriv'd of liber. 
ty for Plotting of Treafon, and 
yet be permitted to live berauſe. 


[the Plot took noeffet : A Cloi 


ſter ſhould be provided, where- 
toſhe ſhowld bee cloſe confin'd, 
therein to doe Pennance for her 
former enormitics. And in this 
Sentence, heconcerved that hee 
impartially divided himſelfe be-

12. But Andronicws who was 
reſolved 'to have no denyall, 
highly commended him for his 
fiall care of his Mothers ſoule : 
Tet, {aid he, for the benefit there- 
of, fifty Friers at my own pro- 
per charges , ſhall bee appointed, 
which after her Death, Night and 
day , ſb} danly pay their pray- 
ers in her behalfe , whoſe ſuſfra- 
is are as well knowne above, as 

er Prayers are ſtrangers there : 
it being to bee preſumed, that 
whilſt ſhee-is living, the Heavens 
will be deafe to her, which ſo long 
bave Leene dumbe to them.Speake 
not of her Projed that it tooke no 
effe ; for had it ſucceeded, none 
would have called it Treaſon, but 
heve beheld it under a more fa- 
vorrable Notion. He minded A- 
lexizs that hee had ſufficient 


_ of himſelte, being joynt- 


mperour to put her todeath, 
but 
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but that he would in no caſe de- 
prive him of this Peereleſſe Op- 
portunity of Eternizing his me- 
mory to Poſterity,and ſecuring 
the State by - his neceſlary Seve- 
rity. Forall hereafter would be 
deterred from' attempting of 
Treaſon, as deſpairing 0 pa 
don, when they beheld the Ex- 
emplary juſtice on his own Mo- 
ther. 

13. Alexixs (till perfiſting in 
his denyall, Ardronicas at laſt 
tell to flat menacing, yet ſocun- 
ningly carryed it,that his threats 
did not ſeeme to proceed from 
any anger, but from love tothe 
perſon, and griefe for the per- 
verſeneſle of Alexis. Hee pro- 
teſted he would no more break 
his ſleep, he would ſteere the 
State no longer; Let even the 
Windes and the waves hereaf- 
ter bee the Pilots to that crazie 


\veſlell. Hecall'd the Heavens to 


wit- 


—— 
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witneſſe, ( before whom hee 1181, 


entred a Caveat to preſerve his 
owne Innocence,) how he had 
tendred happineſle to Alexizs, 
but could not force it upon him, 
who wilfully refuſed it. In a 
word, ſo paſlionate he was, and 
ſo violent was the ſtreame of his 
importunity, that the young 
Emperour, either out of weak- 
neſle, or wearineſle to ſwimme 
againſt1t, was at laſt carryed a- 
way with the Current thereof, 
and ſubſcribed the Warrant. 
14. To divert whoſe minde 
from muſing upon it, a ſolemne 
Hunting in the Countrey was 
contrived , that there he might 
take his pleaſure. In a Forreſt 
not farre off a ſtately Stagge was 
lodged, ambitious (as they told 
him ) to fall by the hand of an 
Emperour,or elſe to bee dubbed 
an Hart Imperiall, it chancing to 
elcape. All things being ready, 


Alexinzs 
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Alexis 1s carried thither ;, but 
withall , thoſe are ſent 
with him , which hunted thy 
Hunter, markt all his motions, 
tearnt the lan of his looks, 
and hands, with the different 
Dialedts of his ſeverall fin 

ſo that hee could not ſpeake a 
word, or makeſigneto any of 
his faithfull ſervants, but pre- 
ſently it was obſerved, and if 
materiall, reported to Androni- 
xs. None of his friends durſt 
ſhew any diſcontent. If any was 
ſeen ſadly to wag his head, it 
was a certaine ſigne that that 
head ſtood but looſe on his 
ſhoulders, and bythe next re- 
turne, the newes would 
"that "twas fallen off: ſo milc- 
rable was the condition of this 


Prince, and. of all his follow- | 


ers. 
But Andronvicus had a Hinde 
to hunt at. home, and muſt pro- 


vide 
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vide for the Execution of» Xewe. 
And now to enter the tender 
yearesof his ſonne Manvel, for 
great Actions , he thought firſt 
to bloud bim with an Empreſſe, 
in private delivering the War- 
rant unto him. Behold here an 
unexpected accident! This good 
Childeof a bad Father, ( Grace 
can cut off the oldeſt,and ſtron- 
ſt Entaile of Wickednefle) re- 
ed the Employment, alledg- 
ing, there wasnoſuch dearth of 
en, that a Prince need 

take their Office ; and that it 
was againſt his Conſcience, her 
Crime being rather pack't than 
prov'd, ſeeing ſhee was never 
brought to —_ for her ſelfe:
